Tense Situation Is Pre­ 
vailing; Strikers 
Defy Troops 


CADIZ, 0., April 15.—'Two f 
truck loads of National Guard 
troopers were dispatched to 
the Harmon Creek stripping 
mine, two miles north of Ca­ 
diz, on a report that picket­ 
ing miners had beaten a shov­ 
el man working at the mine. 
The mine had been guarded 
by four Harrison County dep­ 
uty sheriffs and was picketed 
by about 400 striking miners, 
National Guard headquarters 
was informed. 
The attack w as the first out­ 
break reported ainee troops arrived 
on the scene of y e s te rd a y ’* dis­ 
order. 
A small town in t£e hill country 
of eastern Ohio was the bivouac 
for 356 troops who took up th eir 
positions to suppress further out­ 
breaks in the strike-harrassed Har- 
rison County coal fields.

Clad in khaki, the troops de­ 
trained with a supply of am m uni­ 
tion last night and were billeted In 
the opera house, the K rhart Hotel 
and the K affeo dance Pavillion. 
One detachm ent was ordered out 
to the Som ers mine while the rest 
of the troops w ere held in reserve 
here. Two hundrd additional troops 
may augm ent th eir strength w ith­ 
in a day or two. 
Eighty-five men stationed at the 
Som ers m ine under M ajor Sam J. 
Cole of Akron w ere arm ed with 
m achine guns and rifles, and were 
ordered to fire on invading strik- 
at the 1 ^ 1 s i" ' of trouble.

Cause Of Explosion That Wrecks Handsome New 
Building Is Myst^-y; Gas, Dust Or Bombing 
Source 
Will 
Be Investigated 


COLI TM BUS, O., April 15.—A disastrous explosion 
which wrecked the new $5,000,000 state office building: yes­ 
terday, killing: seven and injuring: fifty, was blamed today on 
bombs, gras or marble dust explosions as an official investiga­ 
tion started. 
The investigating Isidy was headed by Governor Georgre 
White and Colonel Carmi Thompson, chairman of the state 
office building: commission. 
Thompson would not comment on possible causes of the 
blast. Other officials were inclined to the theory that it was 
due to a bombing: resulting from labor troubles. 
Governor White today appointed an investigating com­ 
mittee of four and announced an explosives expert from the 
I bipont Powder Company, Chicago, would assist in determin­ 
ing a cause.

kinky haired screen comedian, who 
knows what it Is to be broke as 
well as what it is to be affluent, 
does not stutter when outside the 
studio gates. 
And there is no better authority 
for that statement than Ates him

“I had a small part In vaudeville 
a few years ago,” says Ates. *1 
went on the stage one night—Just 
as I had done hundreds of tim***— 
but [ forgot my lines.
